Chairman Black Says Anti- 
Lobby and Special Tax 


Legislation Needed. 

WASHINGTON, sept. 29.—(/)— 
Anti-lobby and special tax legislation 
were named by Chairman Black, dem- 
ocrat, Alabama, today as major goals

The Black committee said its rec- 
ords show more than $2,000,000 was 
spent by utilities companies in efforts 
to defeat the holding company bill. 
Black has estimated the total may

Once you leave the capital you drop 
into a primitive world that staggers 
you with its crudeness. The Abys- 
sinians can shave without a razor. 
Outside the capital and a few of the 
main cities there are no professional 
barbers. A man shaves his neighbor 
and it’s considered a meritorious work 
of piety. They shave each other's 
heads and you can understand why 
this is considered a good turn when 
you know that shaved heads require 
less scratching. “To shave the head 
is sanctification,” says an old proverb. 
Hm! 

Everything serves as razor, a knife, 
a broken bit of glass or a kind ot 
black volcanic stone, which is whetted 
to the sharpness of a surgeon's scal- 
pel. Instead of soap or shaving cream, 
they use butter to lather the face. 
The shampoo consists of a layer of 
wood ashes rubbed in with warm wa- 
ter. A doctor told*me that the hairs 
of the Ethiopians are four’ times 
thicker than those of a European, 
which explains why they can be so 
easily cut and with such primitive in- 


struments. 


Double Use. 


The same knives used for shaving 
are employed to cut meat and other 
victuals. Whiskers are in vogue 
amongst the Ethiopians. The fashion 
hasn’t changed since Solomon’s days. 
Women’s heads are shaved every 
month. But the ladies cover their 
baldness with a wig. The wigmaker 
is a prominent personage in this coun- 
try. The false hairs are obtained from 
the monkeys, who swarm in the for- 
ests till you get sick of the sight of 
them. An Ethiopian cuts his beard 
only in sign of mourning. When a 
considerable man has died, his horses 
and mules have their manes clipped 
in token of sorrow over the departed 
master. For six months the horses 
are also stripped of the ornaments on 
their harness and all shining buckles 
are smeared over with a sort of tar. 

Up till a few years ago the private 
barbers threw away the hairs they 
had cut. This has changed since the 
Japanese have invaded the country. 
The Japanese are businessmen, ‘l'hey 
pay for the hairs and export them to 
China for the use of the almond-eyed 
dowagers.

SHORT CHANGE SALT LAKE CITY, Utah.—Some New Dealers in 

Washington surmise that they have bought the 
five silver states with their silver policy, They may find out at the next 
election that they have been short-changed. 

The lowdown on that is available from no less an authority than One- 
Armed Joe. He blows the warning whistle for blastings up at Bingham, 
the largest open cut mine in the world, 30 miles from here. An entire 
mountain is being blown away in 23 terraces, each 60 feet high, in a 
spectacular low-cost search for copper, zinc, lead and, incidentally, silver. 

The folders say 2,400 men are employed here, but Joe says there 
are about 800, and he knows. Their pay depends on the price of copper, 
not silver. Consequently they get little right now. But they are work- 
ing 24 days a month, whereas they were working 12 during the de- 
pression. 

To Joe, silver and gold are only ornament ores to sell to tourists. 
Copper is the real metallic base of his economic life, afld, in fact, of 
nearly all silver and gold mining areas.

est mining authority in the state of Utah. Any unquestion- 
able authority will tell you confidentially that the administration could 
forget about gold and silver as far as this region is economically con- 
cerned, if it would boost the price of copper to 12 cents a pound, (it is 
now between 8 and 9 cents.) 

The New Dealers could also forget about silver if they could induce 
the people of the midwest to paint their homes, factories and stores, thus 
using lead, of which silver also is an incidental by-product. 

The trouble is it is not profitable to mine a lot of copper and lead 
just to sell the silver to the government at a subsidized price. It might 
be profitable if the government boosted the silver price to its goal of 
$1.29 an ounce, but few mining operators here desire that. It would 
mean the storing up of copper and lead, thus possibly influencing the 
price of these more important commercial metals adversely. 


REQUIREMENTS What the most prominent silver authorities here 
want is a lot less than the silver senators have 


been contending in Washington, 


The mine owners would be content to know right now that Treasury |} 


Secretary Morgenthau is not going to run out on them. With sound 
business judgment, they believe in stabilized prices, rather than political 
prices. A reasonable and gradual increase in the government fixed price 
would help more than a big jump. Operations now are barely profitable 
both for the operator and the miner. What both interested parties want 
to do is to keep them on the profit side. They will. 


AGITATION The Townsend crowd appears to have swallowed the 
Huey Long and Father Coughlin movements out through 
the west. A searching traveler will find no substantial evidence anywhere 
of the political importance of wealth-sharing or Coughlin organizations.

In the Jewish calendar, as in other 
calendars, the day contains 24 hours. 
It is interesting to note, however, 
that as computed by Ptolemy, the day 
began at high noon while Hipparchus 
figured it as beginning at midnight. 

According to the Jewish calendar, 
though the new day begins about 20 
minutes after sunset, when, on a clear 
night, at least three stars become vis- 
ible to the naked eye. 

“From eventide to eventide ye shall 
observe thy Sabbath,” says the Bible. 
Hence, the Sabbath, according to Jew- 
ish reckoning, begins on Friday eve- 
ning when three stars first become 
visible. 

The week consists of seven days, 
which corresponds with the univer- 
sally recognized division of time. 

The English word “month” is de 
rived from the word moon. Also the 
Hebrew word for month is “yerach” 
(from yareach,” the moon). 

The moon, in its revolution around 
the earth, attains a position exactly 
between the earth and the sun once 
every 291-2 days (approximately) 
and at that time no part of the moon 
ean be seen for six hours. 

When it emerges and when the first 
slight part of the moon becomes 
visible, the astronomical month be- 


gins.

It is, in fact, a violation of natural law, and all violations of natural 
law are foolish and harmful. It is a hurtful and therefore immoral per- 
version of the powers of the mind. 

When nature’s creatures in the forest see or hear the threat of death, 
they leap away in wide-eyed terror. But when they have escaped the 
threat and found sanctuary, they calmly resume their feeding or resting 
Or love-making as though the world held no menace. No thought of 
past danger or danger to come disturbs their calm contentment.

That is the sane way of life, and any deviation from it is a deviation 
from sanity.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—(4)}—Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, nazi minister of 
propaganda and public enlightenment, 
asserted in an address tonight the op- 
positional church group may be “de- 
stroyed for the sake of the nation’s 
future.” 

His address was heard by thousands 
of Berlin residents assembled at Karl- 
shorst, a suburb, to watch an exhibi- 
tion by reichswehr detachments. 

He spoke shortly after opposition 
had been voiced in some church circles 
to Reichsfuehrer Hitler's decree yes- 
terday increasing the authority of 
Hans Kerrl, head of the department 
of church affairs, and giving him 
broad powers over the Protestant con- 
fessional synod, 

“The present tension in the world,” 
Goebbels shouted, “demands the undi- 
vided energy of the nation, not only 
in the reconstruction of the army but 
in sustaining the people’s moral re- 
sistance. 

“For this reason we cannot tolerate 
any religious struggles.” 

Saying that ministers in their pul- 
pits “must take care that the politi- 
cal entity of the nation is untouched,’ 
Goebbels exclaimed: 

“If one attacks the state, we must 
destroy him.”
